Crawforutille, Ga., May 9, 18G0. 
Gentlemen: Your letter of the 6th inst. was 
received last night, and I promptly respond to 
your call as clearly and fully as a heavy press of 
business engagements will permit. I shall en 
deavor to be no less pointed and explicit than 
candid. You do not, in my judgmcut, overesti 
mute the importance of the questions now press- 
ing upon the public mind, growing out of ihe dis 
rupiion of the Charleston Convention While I 
was not greallv surprised at that result, consid 
ering the elements of its composition, and the 
gem nil distemper of the times — still 1 deeply 
regnt it, and, with you, look with iutense inter 
est to the consequences. What is done cannot 
be undone or amended ; that must remain itre 
vocable. It would, therefore, be as useless, as 
ungracious, to indulge in any reflections as to 
whose fault the rupture wan owing. Perhaps, 
and most probably, unuue excitement and heat 
of passion, in pursuit of particular ends connect- 
ed with the elevation or overthrow of particular 
rivals for preferment, more than anv strong de 
sire, guided by cool judgment, 90 necessary on 
such occasions to advance the public good, was 
the real cause of the rupture. Be that as it may 
however, what is now to be done, and what is the 
proper course to be taken 1 To my mind, the 
course seems lo be clear. 

A State Convention should be called at an ear 
ly day— and that Convention should consider the 
whole subject calmly, and dispassionately, with 
"the sober second thought," and determine 
whether to scud a representation to Richmond 
or to Bttliiiuore. The correct determination ot 
this question, as I view it, will depend upon an 
other; and that is, whether the doctrine of nou 
intervention by Congress, with slavery in the 
Teiritories, ought to be adhered to or abandoned 
by the South. This is a very grave and serious 
question, and ought not to be decided rashly or 
iniemperately. No such small matters as the 
promotion of this or that individual, however 
worth or unworthy, ought to enter into its con 
sidtration. It is a great subject of public policy 
affecting the vast interests of the present and 
the future. It may be unnecessary, and entirely 
useless for me to obtrude my views upon this 
question, in advance of the meeting of such 
Convention, upon whom its decision may prima 
rily devolve. I cannot, however, comply with 
your request, w ithout doing so lo a limited ex 
tent, at least. This I shall do. In the first place 
then, I assume, as an unquestioned and unques 
tiunable fact, that non-inleroenfion, as stated, has 
been lor many tears received, recognized and 
acted upon, a. the settled doctrine ol the South 
By nan intervention, I mean the) principle that 
Congress shall pass no law upon the subject of 
slavery in the Territories, enher for or against 
It, in anv way — that they stall not interfere or 
art upon it at all— or, in the express words oi 
Mr. Calhoun, the great Southern leader, that 
Conprtmu .1...I1 *•!•<•*>» ih« wbolo atibjcce Wlien. 
the Oun?titution and the great principles of self 
government place it." This has been eminent* 
ly a Southern doctrine. It was announced by 
Mi. Calhoun, in a speech, in the Senate, on the 
Sitli of June, 1^48; and, after two years of dis 
cussion, was adopted as the basis of the adjust 
ment finally made in 1851). It was the demand 
of the South, put lorth by the South, and since 
its establishment lias been again and again af- 
firmed and re affirmed as the settled policy of 
the South, by party conventions and State Legi-. 
I nures, in every form that a people can give au 
thoritative expression to their will and wishes 
This cannot now be a matter of dispute. It is 
hl-tory as indelibly fixed upon the record as the 
fiit that the colony of Georgia was settled un 
der the auspices of 'Oglethorpe, or that the 
war of the American Revolution was fought in 
resiitince to the unjust claim of power on the 
part of the British Parliament. 

I reier to this matter of history connected with 
the iu'>ject under consideration, barely as a start 
ing point— to show how we stand in relation Id 
It. It is not a new question — it has been up bo 
fure, and whether rightly or wrongly, it has been 
decided — decided and settled just as the South 
.;-!;■! that it should be — not, however, without 
great effort and a prolonged struggle. The 
question now is, shall the South abandou her 
own position in that decision and settlement? — 
This is the question virtually presented by the 
action of the seceders from the Charleston Con 
Tuition, and the grouDiis upon which they based 
their action, or stated in other words, it amounts 
to thi-: whether the Southern States, after all 
thai hat taken place on the subject, should uow 
reverse their previous course, and demand Con 
gressional intervention for the protection of 
slavery in the Teiritories, aB a condition of their 
remaining longer in ihe Union? Fori take ii 
for granted that it would be considered by all as 
the most mischievous folly to make the demand 
unless we intend to push the issue to its ultimate 
and legitimate results. Shall the South .hen 
make this demand of Congress, and when made, 
in case of a failure to obtain it, shall we secede 
from tho Union us a portion of her delegates 
(some under instructions, and some from 
their own free will,) seceded from the Con 
vention on their failure to gel it granted there? 

1 bus stands the naked question, as I under 
stand it, presented by the action of the seceders 
in its full dimensions — its length, breadth and 
depth, in all its magnitude. 

It is presented not to the Democratic party 
alone; it is true a Convention of that party may 
first act on it, but it . presented to the country, 
to the whole people of the South, of all parties. 
And men of all parlies should duly and timely 
consider it, for thev mav all have to take sides 
on it, sooner or later. 

It rises in importance high above any party or- 
ganization of the present day, and it may, ought 
to, if need be, sweep them all from the board 
My judgment is against the demand. If it were 
a new question presented in its present light, for 
the first time, my views upon it might be differ 
ent from what they are. 

It is known to you and the country that the 
policy, of non intervention, &a established at the 
instance of the South, was no favorite one of 
mine. As to my position upon it, and the doc 
trine now revived, when they were original and 
open question, as well as my present views, 1 
will cite jou to an extract of a speech, made by 
me in Augusta, in July last, on taking leave final 
of my constituents. I could not restate them 
more clearly or more brieflv. In speaking of, 
and reviewing this matter, 1 then said: 

" And, as you all may know, it (non-inferuen 
lion) came short of what I wished. It was, In 
my view, not the lull measure of our rictus-- 
that required, in my jud-ment, the enactment 
by Congteas of all needful laws for the protec 
lion of slave property in the Territories, so long 
as the Territorial conditiou lasted. 

"But au overwhelming majority of the South 
was against that position. It was said that we 
who maintained it, yielded the whole question 
by yielding the jurisdiction— and that, if we con 
ceded the power to protect, we necessarily con 



is amply secured. 

In this you clearly perceive what I think of 
the proper course now to be taken on the sub 
ject. While in ihe beginning ol this controver 
ay I was not favorable to the policy adopted, yet

I finally yielded my assent. It was yielded to I myself, 1 can say, whatever may be the courao 



the South — to the prevailing sentiment of my 
own section. But it never would have beeo 
yielded if I had seeu that any of our important 
rights, or any principle essential to our 9afety or 
security, could, by possibility, result from its op- 
eration. Nor would I now be willing to abide 
by it, if I saw in its practical workings any se 
rious injury to the South likely to arise from it 
All parties in the South, after the settlement was 
made, gave it ihe sauction of their acquiescence, 
if not cordial approval. What, then, has occur 
red since to cause us to chauge our position in 
relation to it I Is it lhat those of the North who 
stood by us in the struggle from 1848 to 1850, 
did afterwards stand nobly by us in 1854, in ta- 
king off the old Congressional restriction of 1820, 
so as to have complete non intervention through 
out tho length and breadth of ibe common pub 
lie domain? Was this heroism on their part, in 
adhering lo principle at the hazard and peril of 
their political lives sod fortunes, the cause of 
present complaint? This cannot be; for never 
was au act of Congress so generally and so 
unanimously hailed with delight at the South as 
this one was — I mean the Kansas-Nebraska aci 
of 1854. It was not only indorsed by all parties 
in Georgia, but every one who did not agree 
to its just provisions, upon the subject of slavery, 
was declared to be unfit to hold party associa 
lions with any party not hostile to tho interests 
of the South. What, fhen, is the cause of com 
plaint now? Wherein has this policy worked 
any injury to the South or wherein is it likely lo 
work any? 

The only cause of complaint I have heard is, 
that non intervention, as established in I860, and 
carried out in 1854, is not understood at the North 
as it is at the South; that, while we hold that, 
in leaving "the whole subject where the Con- 
stitution and the great principles of self govern 
ment place it," the coaimon Territories are to 
remain open for settlement by Southern people 
with their slaves, until otherwise provided by a 
State Constitution. The friends and supporters 
of the same doctrine at the North maintain lhat 
under it the people of an orgauized Territory 
can protect or exclude slave property before the 
formation of a State Constitution. This opin 
ion, or construction of theirs, is what is com 
monly dubbed "squatter sovereignty." Upou 
this point of difference in construction of what 
are "the great principles of self government," 
under the Constitution of the United States, a 
great deal ba9 been said and written. 

We have heard it in the aocial circle — in the 
forum — on the hustings — and in the halls of leg 
islation. The newspapers have literally groaned 
wi ll dissertations on it. Pamphlets have been 
published lor and against the respective sides — 
Congress has spent months in its discussion, aud 
may 9peud as many years as tbey have months, 
without arriving at any more definite or satis 
factory conclusion iu relation to it than Milton's 
perplexed spirits did upon the abtruse questions 
on which they held such high and prolonged de- 
bate when they reasoned— 

-*0f Providence, foreknowledge, will, tmt fate; 
Fixed fate, free will, toreknowl. age, at.iolute, 
And fouud uo eud lo wondering mazes lost." 

It is not my purpose now to enter the iistsf 
these disputants. My own opinions upon the 
subject are known; and it is equally known lhat 
ibis difference of opinion, or construction, is no 
new tbing in the history of this subject. Those 
who hold the doctrine lhat the people of the Ter 
ritories, according to the great principles of self- 
government, under the Constitution of the Uni 
ted Slates, can exclude slavery by Territorial 
law, and regulate slave property as all other 
property, held the same views they now do, when 
we agreed with tbem to stand on those terms. — 
This fact b also historical. The Soutn held 
that, under the Constitution, the Territorial Leg 
islature could not exclude sluvery — tbat this re 
quired act of sovereignty to do. Some gentle 
men of the North held, as they now do, that the 
Territorial Legislatures could control slave prop- 
erly as absolutely us they could any other kind 
of property, and by a system of laws could vir- 
tually exclude slavery irom amongst tbem, or pre 
vent its introduction if they chose. 

Tha - . poiut of difference it was agreed, by 
both sides, to leave to the courts to settle — 
There was no cheat, or swindle, or fraud, or dou 
ble dealing in it. It was a fair, honorable, and 
constitutional adjustment of the difference. No 
assertion or declaration by Congress, one way or 
the other, could have affected the question in the 
least degree; for if the people, according to "the 
great principles of self government," under the 
Constitution, have <he right contended for by 
those who espouse that side of the argument, 
then Congress could not and cannot deprive them 
of it. And if Congress did not have the power 
to exclude slavery from a Territory, as those on 
our side contended and still contend they have 
not, then they could not and did not confer it 
upon the Territorial Legislatures. We of the 
South held that Congress had not the power to 
exclude, and could not delegate a power they 
did not possess — also, that the people had not 
the power to exclude under the Constitution, and 
therefore the mutual agreement was to take the 
subject out of Congress, and leave the question 
of the power of the people where the Constitu 
lion had placed it — with the courts. This is the 
whole of it. The question in dispute is a jndi 
cial one, and no act of Congress, nor any reso 
lution ol any party convention can, in any way, 
affect it, unless we first abandon the position of 
non-intervention by Congress. 

But it aeems exceedingly strange to me, that 
the people of the South should, at this late day, 
begin to find fault with this northern construc- 
tion, as it is termed — especially since the decis 
ion of the Supreme Court, in the case of Dred 
Scott. In this connection, I may he permitted 
to say, that I have read with deep interest the 
debates of the Charleston Convention, and par 
ticularly the able, logical and eloquent speech of 
the Hon Wm. L. Yancy, of Alabama. It was 
decidedly the strongest argument I have seen on 
this side of the question. But its greatest pow- 
er was shown in its complete answer to itself. 
Never did a man, with greater clearness, demon 
strate that "squatter sovereignty," the bug bear 
of the day, is not in the Kansas bill, all that has 
been said to the contraiy, notwithstanding. — 
This, he put bevond the power of refutation . 
But he stopped not there — he went on, and by 
reference to the decision of the Supreme Court 
alluded to, he showed, conclusively, in a most 
pointed nnd thiilling climax, that this most 
frightful doctrine could not, by possibility, be in 
it, or in any other Territorial bill — that it is a 
constitutional impossibility. With the same mas- 
ter hand he showed lhat the doctrine of "squat 
ter-sovereignty" is not in the Cincinnati plat 
form; then, why should we of the South now 
complain of non intervention, or ask a change of 
platform? 

What else have we to do bat to insist upon 
our allies to statid to their agreement? Would it 
not have been much more natural to look lor 
flinching on their side than on ours? Why 
should we desire or want any other platform of 
principles than that adopted at Cincinnati? If 
those who stood with us on it, in the contest of 
l are willing still lo stand on it, why should 
not wu be equally willing? For my life I can- 
not see, unless we are determined to have a 
quarrel wiih the North anyhow on general ac- 



of future events, my judgment in this crisis is 
that we should stand by our principles "thr.'ugb ', 
woe" as well as "through weal," and maintain j 
them in good faith, now and always, if need be,' 
until they, we and the Republic perish together 
iu a common ruin. 1 see uo Injury that can pos 
sibly arise to us from them — not even if the con | 
stilulional impossibility of their coutainiug ] 
squatter sovereignty" did not exist, as has beeu I 
conclusively demonstrated I'm. if it did exist j 
iu tbem, and were all that its most ardent advo- 
cates claim for it, no serious practical danger to . 
us could result from it. 

Even according to their doctrine, we have the 
unrestricted right of expausion to the extent of 
population. They hold that slavery can and will 
go, under its operation, wherever the people want | 
it Squatters carried it to Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Alabama, Mississippi and Arkansas, I 
without uny law to protect it. and to Texas against 
a law prohibiting it, and they will carry to all 
countries where climate, soil, production and 
population w ill allow. These are the natural | 
laws that will regulate it under non intervention, \ 
according to their construction, and no act of | 
Congress can carry it into any Territory against 
these laws, any more than it could make the 
rivers tun to the mountains, instead of to ihe 
sea. If we have not enough of the right sort of 
population to compete longer with the North in 
the colonisation of new Territories and States, j 
this deficiency can never be supplied by any such ! 
act of Congress as lhat now asked for. The at 
tempt would be as vain as that of Xerxes to 
control the waters of the Hellespont by whipping 
them in his rage. 

The times, as you intimate, do, indeed, por- 
tend evil. But I have no fears for ihe institu- 
tion of slavery, cither iu the Union or out of it, 
if our people are but true to themselves — true, 
stable and loyal to fixed principles and settled 
policy; aud if they arc not thus true, 1 have 
little hope of anything good, whether the present 
Uuion lasts or a new one be formed. There is, 
in my judgment, nothiug to fear from the "irre- 
pressible conflict," of which we hear so much. 
Slavery rests upon great truths, which can never 
be successfully assailed by reasons or argument. 
It has grown stronger in the minds of men the 
more it has been discussed, and it will still grow 
stronger as the discussion proceeds and lime 
rolls on. Truth is omnipotent, and must pre 
vail. We have only to maintain the truth with 
firmness, and wield it aright. Uur system rests 
upon an impregnable basis, that can aud will 
defy all assaults from without. My greatest ap 
prehension is from causes within — there lies the 
greatest danger. We have grown luxuriant iu 
the exuberance of our well being and unparallel- 
ed prosperity. 

'Ihere is a tendency everywhere, not only at 
the North, but at the South, to strife, dissension, 
disorder, and anarchy. It is against this ten 
dency that the sober minded and reflecting men 
everywhere should now be called upon to guard. 

My opinion, then, is, that delegates ought to 
be aeut to the adjourned Convention at B.ilti 
mora. The demand made at Charleston by the 
seceders ought not to be insisted upon, liar 
mony being restoicd on this point, a nomination 
can doubtless be made of tome man whom the par 
ty everywhere can support, with the same zeal 
and the same ardor with which they entered and 
waged the contest in 1856, when the same prin 
ciples were involved. 

if, in this, there be a failure, let the responsi 
bility not rest upon us. Let our hands be clear 
of all blame. Let there be no cause for casting 
censure at our door. If, in the end, the great 
National Democratic party— the strong ligament 
which lias so long bound and held the Union to- 
gether — shaped its policy and controlled its des- 
tinies — and to which we have so often looked 
with a hope that seldom failed, as the only party 
North on which to rely, in the most trying hours 
when constitutional rights were in peril — let it 
not be said to us, in the midst of the disasters 
that may ensue, "You did In any and 

every event, let not the reproach of Punic faith 
rest upon our name. If everything else has to 
go down, let our untarnished honor, at least, 
survive the wreck

ADJUTANT GENERAL'S ORDERS 

APJCTAMT GlNERAL'a OfflCC, ( 

Frankfort, April 17, 1860. ) 

BY direction of the Governor of the State, the atten- 
tion of the proper civil officer* Is called to the foL 
lowing provisions of the new Military Law, which re- 
late to tim enrollment of the whole body of the Mllltla, 
vlx: 

ARTICLS II. 

1. Ihe Enrolled Militia shull consist of all able* 
bodied white male persons between the ages of eighteen 
and forty*flve years, who may be citizens or residents ot 
the Slate, except persons who have served not lesa than 
live > ears In the army or navy of the United Stales, per- 
sons' who may be active mom bets of the Volunteer Mil* 
itia, and persons already exempt from military service 
by the laws of the United States or of this State. 

• '; 9. It shall be the duty of the assessors to prepare 
a list anuually of all persons liable to be enrolled liv 
iog wiiniu the respective limits; and they suall annual- 
ly matte out a roll or list of all such names, and plate It, 
before the Oral day of Juno, lu ihe hands of the clerk 
of the county court of ihe county in which such persons 
live; aud it shall be the duty of every such cleric, im- 
mediately thereafter, to record said roil or list of names, 
In a book to be provided for that purpose, in the same 
manner as other books of record are provided; and 
such record shall be deemed a aufflcenl notification to 
all persons whose names are thus recorded, that th«y 
have been enrolled In the Militia. 

*♦•) 4. That it shall be the duty of tbe clerk of ever} 
county court to transmit to the Adjutant Geuerai of the 
State, prior to the Ural day of September in every year, 
an annual return, sutlng the number of the Militia of 
such county that have been enrolled. 

* ' v S. 1 hat for tbe services required by this act, of the 
asr>e*soraod couuty court clerk, there shall be allowed 
to each of those officers the sum of one cent for each 
name returned by tbeaseeasora d enrolled by the clerk- 
-■y C All county clerks, assessors, sheriffs, or other 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved the discbarge ol 
specific duties uuuer this act, who shall n>*gleet or re- 



fuse to obey tne provisions oi the law herelu ppeclfled, 
shall forleil and pay not more than live hundred nor less 
than twenty dollars for each and every offense, to be 



recovered in an) court ol competent Jurisdiction . for 
ihe use of the Commonwealth. 

7. Ror ihe purpose of organising the Enrolled Ml* 
liLi*., each county shall be considered a regimental dis- 
trict; aud all existing military districts and offices tnere- 
lu are hereby abolished. 

**$8. At the first annual election held after the pas- 
sage of this act, a Colonel and Lleuteuant Colonel snail 
Do eluded by the persons In each reglmt ntal district 
subject lo enrollment, lu tbe same mauiier, and at the 
same lime and places, aud under the same forms, thut 
civil officers ure chosen at aaid election; and the result 
of tbe election for such Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel 
shall be certified by the board of examiners to the Ad- 
jutant Geuerai of the state; aud lu the event of a va- 
cancy occurring or existing In either of said offices, It 
shall be filled lu ihe aaino maunoras Is above provided, 
at the next ensuing auuual election; but the eommand- 
er-lu-chief shall have auihoilty to order a special elec- 
tion to fill such vacancy. 1 ' 

Tbe objects of the above sections of the law are, first- 
ly, to obudn a lull enrollment of the entire Militia ol 
tne State, with a view oi enabling the Adjutant General 
to make aoomplete return lo the general govern uieut, 
as a basis on which lo draw wur full quota of arm?; aud, 
secondly lo provide, by the eleciion oi proper othcers 
in ever> couuiy, for a complete organisation <»f the En- 
rolled Militia Into companies, baltalllons aud regiments. 
I he assessors will use every meau» to make their lists 
as complete as possible, aud the couuty clerks are de- 
sired lo make their returns to my office as soon as prac* 
licable after enrollment The actual numbsr of per- 
sons enrolled, and not the names, will be reported by 
the county clerks to my office. 

Section 2 of Article IV makes It the special duty of 
tbe Adjutant General to see that the "offices of Colonel 
aud Lieutenant Colonel in each regimental district snail 
be constantly filled.'* In obedience to this Injunction, 
1 therefore call tbe attention of the proper civil officers 
to Section 8, Article II, herein quoted. A column will 
be opened in the poll books ai every place of voting lo 
each county, at the next August election, to record the 
votes for the offices of Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel 
for tbe regimental district; and the board of examiuers 
are desired to report tbe result of such election as early 
at practicable. All persons In tbe county liable to be 
enrolled, and no others, will be entitled lo vote for those 
officers. 

As soon as the Colonel Is commissioned, Instructions 
will be given for his guidance in ora-anizing his regi- 
mental district.

Qcartikdustek Gsnsral's Orricx, ( 
Frankfort, April 18, 18b0. | 

BY direction of the Oovemor of tbe State, I hereby 
call the attention oi the commandants of exlstlug 
military, organised under the old law, to tbe following 
provisions of the new Military Law.to-wlt: 

*■> -.V Wilhiu ninety days alter the passage of this 
act ever)' existing military company which has been fur- 
nished with btaie arms shall couiorm to the require- 
ments of this act which relate to mustering new com- 

f -antes Into the State Guard; but it shall not oe an abso- 
ute requisite that such companies shall have the full 
strength required for new companies, or that the mem- 
bers of such compauiea shall be eighteen years of age. 
The commanding officer under the present organisation 
of such companies shall make out a statement ot all 
arms, equipments, and public property In possession of 
the company and of It* members, :-nd submit the same 
to ihe couuty Judge, who, If he deem It expedient, shall 
indorse on said statement thai it Is with his sanction that 
said arms and equipments are held by said company; 
alter which Indorsement the arms and equipments so 
described shall be charged against such county in like 
manner as if ihey had been Issued as provided In cases 
of new companies tnualered Into the service under this 
act. The statement of arms, thus Indorsed, together 
with the commander's report of ihe strength of the com- 
pany, shall be transmitted to tbe Inspector general, who 
shall causa the company to bo mustered into the Slate 
Guard, aud tbe election of officers to take place lo the 
same manner as Is provided for a now company. 

"$86. Should any existing company fail, within the 
required time, lo comply with the above prescribed con- 
ditions, It shall be considered as disbauded; aud it shall 
oe the duty of the county attorney, or the Common- 
wealth's attorney for tbe district In which such disband* 
ed company existed, on the reprosentalion of any offi 
cer of tbe Active Militia, lo take the necessary legal 
steps to obtain tbe restitution of the State arms and oth- 
er property which hud been issued for the use of such 
company. 

"$27. After the expiration of ninety days from tbe 
passage of this act, no person who la not a member of 
the Active Militia, shall retain or have In his possession, 
at any time, arms or military equipments belonging to 
the hiale, unless they have been properly Issued lo such 

eersou In pursuance of law, and be shall be permitted 
y proper authority to retain the same lo the discharge 
of a public duly; and no person, whether of the Active 
Militia or not, shall use any public arms or equipments 
for bis private use; under tbe penalty, in either of the 
above cases, of not less than flvedollars for each offense, 
to be recovered before a Justice of the peace, on Infor- 
mation b) the county attorney; or In iheeaaeof a mem- 
ber of ibe Active Mllilla, It may be recovered by sen- 
tence #r a court martial. 

■y> . No public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall bereaiter be Issued tu any person not members of 
the Active Milllia, except In time of war, insurrection, 
or public danger so Imminent that ihe commandertn* 
chief shall consider that the public safety requires him 
lo make ibe Issue." 

Disbanded companies lo whom State arms have been 
luucd since the year 1840, are hereby notified to return 
to the Arsenal all arms and equipments drawn by them 
by the first day of J uly, IW, or their bonds will oe put 
into the hands of the proper civil officers for collection-
